ANNUAL REPORT. 


. An interesting ceremony took place 
_ at St. Stephen's College: on Saturday 
morning, when the Governor distri- 
” bated the prizes. and several speeches 
were made touching om matters of im- 
portance. Among, them was the sab-, 
ject of the relations of the College | 
with the University of Hongkong. 
The Bishop of Victoria presided at the 
Jocension. Orhers present were Arch- 
deacon Barnett, the Hon. Mr. E. 
Irving, Director of Education; 


Sanders; Mr. S. W.' Tso and Mr. } 


Lai Kwai Pui, members of the Coun- 
cit-of the College; and Professor Hin- 
tor, Professor Simpson, and Professo; | 
Foster, of the University. , 


The Bishop of Victoria offered His |: 


Excellency the Governor, in the rame 
of the Council, staff and students of 
the College, ’2 very cordial welcome; 
they know something of the many 
demands on the Governor's tme. and 
interest and were the more grateful. 
” This school was uncer the auspices of 

«the Church Misstonary Society, which 

provided the Principal and his stipend, 

bot the school was under the manage- 
ment of a ‘local Courcil, the property 
being held by local trnstees. The 

Tocal Council was composed partly of 

Chinese gentlemen. and partly of 

“Europeans. “As” this was a’ college 
: for Ghinese students. the aim . was 
"that it should be carried.on in con- 
formity with all thar was best in 
Chinese thought and progress, and ot 
the same time with what was best in 
‘the British prblic school system. As 
to the 'stafing of the College with 

. Eurogean masters, at the outbreak of 
the war there were, in addition to the 
Principal, six European masters, oné 
of whom was a Senior Wrangler. 
When the war broke out those six 
men offered for service and one of 
them, whose memory would be speci- 
ally in mind at the dedicdton of the 

‘» Memorial at the Cathedzgl, on Sun- 
«day, gaye his life in Mesopotamia. 
The places of those masters were 
filled, bur owing to unforeseen cir- 
‘cumstarces, chiefly adverse health, 
one or anothér of them had left" the 
Cotory"and one of the problems be- 
fore the Council was whether they 
could hope to ger the same European 
stat as before the war. ' He’ wished 
to express appreciation of the Chinese 
masters, graduates of Hongkong 
University, who had carried on the 
work formerly done by some. of the 

.Evropean masters. (Applause.) The 
results in: the examination and other 
tests showed the efficiency of. their 
work, but all were agreed’ thar while 
& strong Chinese graduate staff should 
be maintained, the proportion should 
be ‘adjusted in regard to European 
masters, and the College should con- 
tinue.to have men with the traditions 

“of British “public schdol experience 
behind them. Mr. Hewitt, the War- 
den, had had to carry on his. work 
under very difficult circumstances, and 
added burdens had been placed upon 
him at a time when his health was 
rat food. » The meeting would doubt- 
less like to express its sympathy and 
‘thankfulness to Mr. -Hewitt for all his 
work for the College.
